Mrs. Donald Cross, Ashton, who 
found the musty sheet In the attic 
of a farm house they bought 
years ago near Kochellc. 
Most noteworthy of historical 


value was an account of the battle 
of the Union warship Monitor and 
the Rebel frigate Merrimac. 


ONE OF GEN. McClellan's fre- 


quent addresses to his troops, 
which eventually brought his ouster 
from command of the Union forces 
on the grounds he talked too much 
and fought too little, also was 
printed in the paper. 


Th« newspaper's pages mea- 


sured 19 by 26, a bold contrast to 
the "tabloid" sized edition" pur- 
portedly printed in Vlcksburg in 
1863 on A plrco of wallpaper and 
disclosed last week In the posses- 
sion of a Dixon family. 
Such a paper was printed In 


Vicksburg July 2, 1S63, during the 
city's siege by the Union army, 
Both the siege and the South's 
scarcity of newsprint manufactur- 
ing had prompted the editor to sub- 
stitute wallpaper for newsprint. 


BUT SINCE we reported here 


last week that the July 2. 1RR3. 
copy of the Vicksburg Daily Citi- 
zen revealed here likely was a 
near-priceless collector's item, we 
have learned that several facsimi 
les of the original "wallpaper edi- 
tion" have been made. 


Frank Luther Molt, dean emeri- 


tus of the University of Missouri 
school of journalism and promi- 
nent journalism historian, asserts 
duplicate prints of the issue are 
numerous. 


Perhaps only a laboratory test

U.S. Suspends Chief of Voice of America 


Charge He 
Disregarded 
~ 


Radio Order 


Disagreed With Ban 
On Use of Material 
By Pro-Red Writers 


WASHINGTON (£>) — The 


state department today sus- 
pended the chief of its Voice 
of America broadcasting di- 
vision. It said he disregarded 
an order forbidding use of 
material from communist and 
fellow writers. 


The official was Alfred H. Mor 


ton, 
chief of 
the 
international 


broadcasting service, at New York. 


Assistant Secretary of State Carl 


McCardle said Morton sent a mem- 
orandum to other Voice officials 
expressing disagreement with the 
order against using materials from 
Communist sources. 


This order was issued Feb. 19 


after a Senate inquiry developed 
that the Voice had a policy of per- 
mitting quotation, under some cir- 
cumstances, from such writers as 
novelist Howard Fast. 


Fast, who has frequently been 


praised by Moscow, refused to tes- 
tify in the inquiry, conducted under 
the chairmanship of Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis), whether he was a Com 
munist. 


Sen. Bridges (R-NH) meanwhile 


called for a full investigation of a 
Voice request for nearly four mil- 
lion dollars to equip a ship for 
beaming broadcasts 
behind the 


ron curtain.

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McKay Urges 
Tidelands 
Legislation 


WASHINGTON-tf)-Secrctary of 


he Interior Douglas McKay rec- 
ommended today that 
Congress 


enact legislation promptly giving 
he states clear title to the sub- 
merged coastal lands. Some of the 
ands are rich in oil and their own- 
ership long has been in controver- 
sy. 


Setting forth the Eisenhower ad- 


ministration's views, McKay told 
the Senate Interior Committee he 
was not indorsing any specific bill. 


But he said there should be 


prompt enactment of legislation 
dealing not only with the lands 
beneath the marginal seas but also 
in the continental shelf out beyond 
the states' seaward boundaries. 


McKay did not state any specific 


mileage but it is generally argued 
that these offshore state boundaries 
are three miles out to sea in all 
states except Texas and the Gulf 
Coast of Florida. 
Those states 


claim lO'/i miles because of condi-

rediting our leaders, and dividing 


our people." 


Oxnam made his attack in a 


speech prepared for delivery at the

American university, a Methodist 
school. The inauguration ceremo- 
nies were held in the Washington 
cathedral. 


No Red Sympathies 


Oxnam said he had no sympathy 


or the Communists. 


"Wherever there is a conspira- 


or who would overthrow this gov- 
ernment, let him be found, and, 
n the American way, punish him," 


said.

But when men. granted immu- 


nity, use that privilege to call the 
jeneral who led our armed- forces 


K£ v/orld War s. traitor 


ind who now would question the 


Reds-in-Education Inquiry 
Defended by Sen. Jenner 


WASHINGTON—W—Chairman Jenner (R-Ind.) said today the sen- 


ate internal security subcommittee's search for communism in the 
schools is designed "to protect and safeguard academic freedom," not 
attack it. 


"There 
can be no academic 


freedom until this Soviet conspir- 
acy hidden in our schools and col- 
leges is exposed to the light and 
the rule- of Moscow over its ad- 
herents in the education world is 
broken," he said. 


Jcnncr's statement was prcpaiecl 


for the subcommittee's resumption 
of hearings today and obviously 
was intended as a reply to recent 
criticisms of congressional investi- 
gators invading the educational 
field. 


Kurlier, Jenner had called Sen. 


Taft of Ohio, the Senate Republican 
leader, "ra,ther naive'' for remarks 
he made in a speech in Chicago on 
SaturdRy. 


"The record of this committee, 


whe.n we complete our hearings, 
will be a complete answer to any- 


thing of that kind," Jenner said of 
Taft's speech. 


Taft had said congressional in- 


vestigators have the right to ex- 
pose Communist teachers. 
But 


Taft, who is a member of the cor- 
poration of Yale university, also 
said. "I would not favor firing any- 
one for being a Communist unless 
I was certain that he was teaching 
communism and having some ef- 
fect on the development of the 
thought of the students." 


Jenner's .statement today said

Red Educators Ruin Students, 
College Professor 
Testifies 


WASHINGTON (/PI— A iJew York 


college 'professor 
testified 
today 


Communist educators have ruined 
the lives of many young students 
and should be barred from the 
teaching- profession. 


The testimony came from Dr. 


William H. Withers, a professor at 
Queens college, at a public hearing 
before the Senate internal security 
subcommittee. 


In swift succession, then, two 


other New York school men re- 
fused on grounds of possible self- 
incrimination to say whether they 
are Communists, or were Commu- 
nists when they swore in 1941 that 
they were not. 


Denounce Inquiry 


These two witnesses, Elton T. 


Gustafson, tennis roach and physi- 
cal instructor at Brooklyn college, 
and Murray Young, an English in- 


structor at Brooklyn college, both 
denounced the subcommittee's in- 
quiry into alleged Communist in- 
filtration of the education field. 
Young called the group "an inqui- 
sition." l 


Brooklyn and Queens colleges are 


both part of the New York City 
school system. 


Withers, professor of economics 


and contemporary civilization at 
Queens, told the subcommittee he 
has seen Communist teachers build 
"a coterie of young students" who 
became regimented Communists, 
and wound up their schooling as 
misfits. 


Offers Names 


"I could name you 20 or 30 peo- 


ple who were ruined," the profes- 
sor said, and added that "at least 
two of them are in the hands of

Mobilization, and 
Harold 


Vance, president of the Studebak- 
er Corporation and now a consult- 
ant to ODM. 


A senator, who sat in on the ses- 


sion but asked not to be named, 
said Dulles hedged about needs for 
standby controls but offered a gen- 
eral gloomy picture of the chances 
for lessened international tension. 


Several senators were said to 


have pressed Dulles about a pos- 
sible cut in new foreign aid from 
more than seven billion dollars to 
half this amount, or at least down 
to five billions. 


Refuses Estimates 


Dulles was said to have refused

Problems 


URBANA—Poultrymen who use 


deep litter in the poultry house or 
have trouble with cannibalism in 
their flocks were given a few time- 
ly tips today by Dr. J. O. Alberts, 
veterinarian at the University of 
Illinois. 


Deep litter saves labor for the 


poultryman, and it's not necessa_ry 
to stir the litter daily, Dr. Alberts 
says. But it is important to keep 
the areas around the feeders and 
waterers dry as a' s a n i t a r y 
measure in the prevention of dis- 
eases. 


Another thing: Deep litter will 


harbor bacterial or parasitic dis- 
eases, such as tuberculosis or 
roundworms, once it becomes con- 
taminated. So if disease strikes, 
it's important to dispose of the lit- 
ter promptly to help control the 
outbreak. 


Dr. Alberts says that poultrymen 


having trouble with cannibalism 
should try replacing the corn in the 
ration with meat scraps for a few 
days. The meat scraps should be 
fed in the late afternoon. If this 
doesn't work, the next measure is 
to debeak the flock.

WASHINGTON —(NEA)— Tru 


D. Morse, undersecretary of Agri 
culture in the new Eisenhower littl 
cabinet, was the'author of .a "Mor 
Meat" plan that got kicked aroum 
a good bit back in the spring o 
1951. Today Mr. Morse looks back 
on his plan and says that if it ha< 
been adopted, U. S. livestock mai 
kets wouldn't be in their presen 
pickle. 


Two years ago Mr. Morse wa 


running the Doane Agricultura 
Service in St. Louis. This is a farm 
management concern which als< 
issues a twice-monthly "Digest" on 
farm trends for its clients, manj 
of whom are food processors. Mr 
Morse founded this Digest about 1 
years ago. He was its editor unti 
he came to Washington as to] 
assistant to Secretary of Agricul 
lure Ezra Taft Benson. 


In the spring of 1951, Office o 


Price Stabilization slapped ceiling 
on retail meat prices. They were 
to be rolled back progressively 01 
May 20, Aug. 1, and Oct. 1. The en 
tire meat industry from livestock 
raiser to feeder to packer to whole 
saler to retail butcher protested. 


Because of his standing in the 


agricultural field, it was more 01 
less natural that Mr. Morse wa: 
selected to draw up a "More Meat1 
plan as a substitute for price con 
trols. 


More than a score of national, re 


gional and state farm producers 
processors and distributors joined 
in sponsoring 'this plan. Among 
them: American Farm 
Bureau 


Federation. 
National 
G r a n g e 


American Meat Institute, Nationa! 
Council of Farmer Cooperatives 
American Stockyards Association 
National Cattlemen's Association 
and so on. 


The plan which Mr. Morse drew 


up was no simple thing. It wa's 
billed as a "common sense meat 
program." But it was also present- 
ed as something to stop inflation, 
et the consumers more meat, re- 


store sound money, balance and 
stabilize the economy. 


It set up 10 goals for raising 


more corn, stretching feed sup 
plies, improving pasture, producing 
more hogs, cattle, sheep, poultry 
and dairy products, educating con- 
sumers to buy more thriftily. 


Ten task forces were set up to 


manage all these things. A pam- 
phlet, posters and leaflets were 
printed to promote them. 


The promoters came to Washihg- 
on and spent an entire day on 
Capitol Hill, buttonholing senators 
and represenatives. That night they 
icld a big dinner in the National 
ress Club to which several hun. 
Ired congressmen, government of- 
icials and the press corps were in- 
ited. Leaders of the plan were 
ined up at the head table to ex- 
plain it. Everything was to be left 
o private enterprise and a free 
market to solve. Government con- 
rols were to be bypassed. 
But somehow the thing never got 


)ff the ground. Congress would 
lave none of it. Press and radio 
ouldn't understand it. So that was 
he last that was ever heard of the 
lorse "More Meat" plan. 
The Interesting thing about it to- 


day is that it is the essence of the 
arm program that is now offered 
iy the Eisenhower administration, 
ven though market conditions are 
he exact opposite of what they 
vere two years ago. 


The Korean war was then less 
nan a year old. With meat scarce, 
rices were rising. Now, with the 
var nearly three years old, meat 
upply has caught up with de- 
mand, as the Morse plan contem- 
lated. Controls are now removed 
nd prices are falling. 
But the answers are still funda- 
icntally the same. The fluctua- 
ons are explained as the normal 
ps and downs of business. If there 
3 to be this great reliance on pri- 
ale enterprise exclusively as the 
olution for everything, then losses 
have to be taken just as cheerfully 
as profits are made, and what's the 


excitement? 


This is apparently the fundamcn- 


tal philosophy of Secreary Benson 
in refusing to get panicky about the 
drop in cattle prices. He refuses to 
rush to Congress with demands for 
price supports. 


Many of the big cattlemen's or- 


ganizations have come to Secretary 
Benson's defense. They are entire- 
ly consistent in not wanting sup- 
ports now. just as they did not want 
them in the past.

ance to Ezra T. Benson, nccre- 
tary of agriculture, in the formu- 
lation of such a program. 
"The present system of price 


iupports, which is based on sup- 
port by government purchase and 


CC non-recource loans, is merely 


a stop-gap mechanism that almost 
completely fails to get at the root 
)f the problem of the disposal of 
surpluses and the natural adjust- 
nents within agriculture that must 
ake place. 


"Down-to-earth farmers, serving 


n an advisory capacity only, would 
assist the secretary 
greatly in 


bringing together the best grass- 
oot thinking from all sections,and 
n devising broad, sound mecha- 
lisms to meet the price problems 
if individual commodities." 
Newsom said that he felt the Na- 
ional Grange had such a program, 
iut that this program should be 
!ove-tailed into the recommenda- 
ions of the other farm organiza- 
ions in the interest of National 
Harmony. 


The Grange program involves 


a wide array of mechanisms 
placing strong emphasis on bet- 
ter diets here at home, sharply 
increased agricultural exports, 
the use of farm products in indus- 
try, the shifting of agricultural 
production in light of modern 
trends in consumption and a 
marked increase in production ef- 
ficiency on the land through re- 
search and education. 
A bill to create such a bi-parti- 
an Farm Advisory commission 
as been drawn up, and will soon 
e introduced in Congress.

Ag Exports 


URBANA—Declining agricultur 


al exports, which have helped to 
push our farm product prices low- 
er, will probably' continue down 
ward in future months, a Unlver 
sky of Illinois agricultural econo 
mist said today! 


L. ,T. Norton expects th« decline 


in total exports of U.' S. farm prod- 
ucts to continue until world prices 
stop falling and it a^ain becomes 
attractive for importers to build 
up stocks, or until world supplies 
get shorter in relation to demand. 


Norton says that corn exports, 


which have recently been high, are 
among those likely to decline in the 
next few months because of some- 
what larger supplies-from Argen- 
tina. Lard exports, however, may 
rise because of current needs in 
some foreign countries. 


Two of the factors which helped 


to depress our export market were 
larger' supplies outside the U.' S. 
and a general tendency for im- 
porters to allow producing coun- 
tries to carry stocks in a period of 
falling prices, Norton explained. 


In all the principal countries of 


the world, wholesale prices are low- 
er than they were a year 'ago. 


In reviewing some of the' recent 


changes in the export picture, Nor- 
ton listed these export quantities 
for July through October 1952 com- 
pared with a year earlier: lard, 
down 27 percent: tallow, up 35 per- 
cent; wheat, down 26 percent: soy- 
beans, up 90 percent: soybean oil, 
down 70 percent; tobacco, down 35 
percent: and cotton, down 43 per- 
cent. Corn exports were down 14 
percent for the period, although in 
recent weeks they have been high- 
er than they were a yar ago. 


With exports of the big three — 


cotton, wheat and tobacco — al! 
down and prices lower, the over-all 
drop in values was 29 percent.

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Full Settlement of Off-Shore Oil 


Issue Is in Public Interest 


Congress has begun delving again into the controversia 


bff-shore oil dispute between the states and the federal gov 
ernment. And there are some signs that the problem maj 
not be as thoroughly settled at this session as prediction 
have indicated. 


The oil at issue is, first of all, not "tideland" oil as it is 


so often called. It is the oil which lies beneath the ocean 
bottom in the areas seaward of the water's edge at low tide 


For many years the states whose coasts border thesi 


rich submerged oil lands have laid claim to them. Under thi 
Democratic regime, the federal government disputed th 
claim and said the ownership ought to be national. 


The Supreme court has declared that the federal govern 


ment has a "paramount interest'" in these oil rights, bu 
has not flatly said they belong to the U. S. Its decision lef 
the door open to congressional legislation awarding the lands 
to the states.

Twice both houses passed such a measure only to see 


former President Truman veto it. In his fall campaign 
President Eisenhower made clear he would sign the proposa 
if it passed again. 


No one doubts that a "tidelands" bill will be approved 


and signed this year. But all the fury surrounding the issue 
has obscured one important phase of the problem. Most o 
the off-shore oil lies beyond the proper legal state bound 
daries. 


'The historic state limits are three miles out in the cases 


of Louisiana, Mississippi and California, and because of spe 
cial treaty arrangements, 10^ miles out from the shores of 
Florida and Texas. 


Thus any bill which awards to the states just that under 


sea territory td which they would be normally ^entitled wil 
leave unsettled the status of the rich stores beyond stati 
limits.

One bill, offered by Senator Daniel of Texas, would le 


the states handle leasing of all submerged oil but require 
them to pay nearly two-thirds of the rents and royalties to 
the federal government on that oil beyond state limits. Other 
bills propose a handling somewhat less favorable to the 
states. 


But so far congress has not shown any firm intent to 


solve this part of the problem. Odds now favor passage of 
a narrower bill. 


Yet the oil beyond state limits is the real heart of the 


matter. Both the states and the companies want it settled 
to end doubt and confusion and permit orderly development 
of these resources. It would seem that the public interest 
demands early solution of the whole issue, not just a p'ortion 
of it.

One way is as good as another to'achieve a good result. With this 


philosophical pearl of dubious luster, I commend to your attention the 
fair renown earned by an American soldier who was kicked out of two 
Chicago high schools, never attended the military academy and is now 
close to retirement with three stars on his shoulders and as full of honors 
as any starry-eyed shavetail could wish to be. 


Around and about the period from 1904 until 1909, when we vanished 


from the ken of the kids on our block, our neighbors 
on Kenmore avenue, Chicago, included Manton, or 
Matt, Eddy, one of three brothers who lived in a 
frame house up toward Buena avenue. The Eddy 
boys were thoroughbreds. For that matter, as the 
late Miss Mary Hurley, of the fourth grade at Horace 
Greeley school, put it not long before she died, good 
quality was general among the people thereabouts 
and reflected in their children who come under her 
eye. Miss Hurley wrote that of a sudden after our 
crop had passed along, including half a dozen boys 
who later achieved favorable distinction in a variety 
of lines, she realized that whereas she had been instructor and a sort 
of deputy mother or aunt to us, she was not performing the office of 
cop over a class of brats who reflected the sordidness of their homes. 
So she took her pension and quit

Being grad- 
uated in 1913, he was offered one 
of an allotment of commissions as 
second lieutenant which were avail- 
able to such schools for-their best 
graduates, but turned it down to 
become a salesman down around 
St. Louis. 
But, in 1916, even as 


we were acclaiming Woodrow Wil- 
son for keeping us out of war, his 
father saw the first war coming 
our way and admised Matt to 
take the commission, otherwise he 
would be drafted, anyway, for he 
,vas. big and strong and profes- 
sionally desirable. Matt did, and 
lis active service led him up to 
command of the XII corps in 
France, Germany 
and Luxem- 


bourg in WW II, and now to the 
high command of our army in 
Germany, which apparently will 
be his last.

Cats Are Prominent as 
Cause of Scratch Disease 


Perhaps it it hardly correct to 


speak of a disease as "new" when 
it has been known for 20 years. 
Nevertheless, although this is the 
case, I should wager that very few 
readers of this column have ever 
paid any attention to a condition 
known as cat-scratch disease. 


In the past 20 years several hun- 


dred cases have been described in 
Europe and the 
United 
States. 


Recently, a review of «0 cases of 
cat-scratch'disease has been pub-' 
lished in one of our medical jour- 
nals. Of this number more than 
half the cases gave a history of 
having been scratched by a cat, 
and in only five was there no 
known contact with cuts. 


There appears to be a period of 


about three to seven days between 
the time of the scratch, or ogininal 
injury, and inflammation at1 the 
place where it occurred. This is 
followed by a 
further delay of 


somewhere around two weeks be- 
fore the appearance of the typical 
sign, which consists 
of 
enlarge- 


ment of some of the lymph "glands, 
draining the area 
originally in- 


jured. 


Most commonly, it would appear 


that the glands in the armpit are 
involved, and this is not surpris- 
ing since one would expect 
the 


hands or arms to be scratched 
more often than any other part of 
the body. 


However, lymph glands in the 


neck or in the groin are 
also 


sometimes affected. 


About two-thirds of the patients 


afflicted with cat-scratch disease 
have fever. Some of them have 
general symptoms, as well—such 
as headache, weakness, 
aching, 


chilly sensations and the like. 


The outlook for 
someone who 


has cat-scratch disease is 
good. 


In most the illness is short and, 
mild, though the 
lymph glands 


may be enlarged 
contain pus 
for 


and poMibly 
months. 
The 


cause of this disease, however, has 
not been discovered, but does not 
seem to be a germ, parasite or 
fungus. It is possibly caused by a 
virus. 


SKIN TEST IS USED— 


A skin test has been devised 


which seems to be rather accur- 
ate in making a diagnosis. 
This 


is important, since cat-scratch dis- 
ease can be confused with many 
other conditions in which there it 
enlargement of the lymph gla.nds. 


The greater recognition which is 


being given to this disease now 
certainly does not mean that peo- 
ple who own cats should give up 
their pets. But since this is rec- 
ognized as being a rather common 
wide-spread and frequently undi- 
agnosed condition, more care to 
avoid scratching by cats or other 
too-intimate contact 
with these 


animals, and watchfulness, partic- 
ularly over children who might ac- 
quire this disease, is certainly In 
order. 


All the signs point to the likeli- 


hood that we shall hear much more 
of cat-scratch disease over 
the 


next few years.

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Stockholm Court Action 
Reveals Royal Blackmail 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden W>— More 


testimony was expected today in 
the hearing of an appeal from a 
man who was sentenced to eight 
years at hard labor for "gross 
blackmail" of the late King Gustav 
V. The former monarch died in 
1950 at the age of 92. 


High palace officials told the 


court of appeals Monday how large 
sums of money were paid out of 
royal funds to buy the silence of 
Kurt Haijby, 57. Haijby was con- 
victed of blackmailing the late 
King in a secret trial last Decem- 
ber. 


Case Kelirard 


The case is being reheard at 


Haijby's request on undisclosed 
grounds. Much of the testimony in 
the present hearing is being pre- 
sented in open court with only a 
minor part of the proceedings se- 
cret. 


The court was told last week 


that Haijby's wife had requested a 
divoice because of relations be- 
tween the late King and her hus- 
band. She reportedly had charged 
Haijby with "unfaithfulness." 


Dr. Carl August Rabe, a psychia- 


trist at Beckomberga mental hos- 
pital, testified Monday he had been 
told Haijby had extorted a "quar- 
ter of a million crowns" ($18,375) 
from the royal court. Rabe said he 
had been told this by Goteborg 
Police Chief Ernst Fontell. 


"Entitled" to Aid 


Baron Reinhold Rudbeck. lord 


high chamberlain 
of the royal 


court, declared in written testi- 
mony that Haijby believed "that 
his intimacy with the King en- 
titled him to demand aid from 
him." 


Dr. Birger Ekeberg, earl mar- 


shal of Sweden, testified that mon- 
ey from royal funds had been 
given to the chief of the Stockholm 
criminal police, Alvar Zetterquist, 
who personally handed the money 
to Haijby. 


Ekeberg said that after Zetter- 


quist told him June 26, 1947, about 
a book Haijby intended to publish, 
the police chief received 3,000 
crowns ($580) from the royal funds 
for Haijby. Another time, the earl 
marshal said 15,000 crowns ($2,900) 
were taken from the royal funds 
for Haijby, with 2,500 crowns with- 
held for further emergencies.

Internal Revenue 
Gives Status of 
Wives in Return 


W. P. Warner, Dixon internal 


revenue department agent, issued 
a statement today designed to clar- 
ify the status of wives in filing in- 
come tax zeports. 


Said Warner, "There seems to be 


a lot of confusion about incomes 
of a wife, especially when her in- 
come is under $600 for the year. 
When the income tax law sets forth 
certain qualifications to be met 
before a "dependent" 
may be 


claimed on a taxpayer's return it 
states, among other things, that 
the dependent must not have re- 
ceived $600 gross income in the 
taxable year or a dependent can- 
not be claimed on the return for 
that year. 


"But," explained Warner, "a 


wife is not a dependent of her hus- 
band; she is his spouse. As such 
any and all taxable income she re- 
ceives must be included in his 
return; both names must appear 
at the top of the return, below the 
husband's, in listing the man and 
wife, and she must sign the return. 


"If she files a separate return the 


husband cannot claim her on his 
return. If her income is less than 
$675, a joint return will save tax." 


Frank S. Dickson, 
Former Legislator,

WASHINGTON OP)— Frank Stod- 


dard Dickson, 76. general counsel 
of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters and a former Republi- 
can congressman from 
Illinois, 


died today. 


He served a single congressional 


term in 1905-07. He was adjutant 
general of Illinois from 1910 to 1922 
and later was secretary to the late 
Sen. Medill McCormick (R-I11.). 


Dickson suffered a stroke Mon- 


day in the office of Rep. Leo Allen 
(R-I11), a close friend. 


Dickson and his wife celebrated 


their 50th wedding anniversary 
during the inauguration festivities 
Jan. 20 with a family party at 
Washington's Raleigh hotel, where 
they lived off and on for 42 years. 


Until last year they also main- 


tained a home in Evanston, III. 


Born in Hillsboro, 111., Dickson 


taught school at Ramsey, 111., be- 
fore his election to Congress.

fantry raiders, trapped and virtual- 
ly surrounded by a Chinese Red 
ambush, blasted their way back to 
U.N. lines on the Korean Western 
Front early today after a bitter, 
five-hour fight.

thundered 
until 
shortly 
before 


dawn. The U. S. Eighth Army re 
ported the Allied raiding team kill 
ed an estimated 60 Communists 
and wounded at least 40, more than 
half of the Red force. 


The Eighth Army said the fight, 


which began southeast of Panmun- 
jom, was the most savage of sever- 
al skirmishes that crackled along 
the freezing, 155-mile battlefront. 


Night-flying Allied bombers ham- 


mered new aenal blows against 
Communist targets before dawn. 


In the bloody Western Front 


battle, up to 175 Chinese in quilted 
uniforms sunounded the 
Allied 


raiding party shortly after it had 
occupied an outpost. The Allied 
raiders included about 40 foot sol 
diers and an undisclosed number 
of tanks. 


Withering 
Communist 
mortar 


and machine-gun fire pinned down 
the infantry and disabled two 
tanks. 


A few hours before dawn the 


raiders broke through the circle of 
Chinese and smashed their way 
back to their own lines, bringing 
one disabled tank with them. The 
other was recovered later.

Meets Shah in 
Court Dispute 


TEHRAN. Iran — W— Premier 


Mohammed Mossadegh met with 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi to- 
day, apparenlty in an attempt to 
settle a major dispute that report- 
edly has developed recently be 
tween the government and the roy- 
al court. 


Mossadegh had been reported 


preparing a radio broadcast to the 
nation charging the court had in- 
trigued against him. He also was 
said to be planning to ask for a 
referendum of the Iranian people 
on his government. 


Court Minister Hussein Ala de- 


nied that the court had intrigued 
against Mossadegh. He said he be- 
lieved "certain misunderstandings 
have caused the Premier to imag- 
ine that intrigues are being con- 
ducted against the government, 
whereas the Shah has backed the 
Mossadegh government fully, and 
the court has given him complete 
support."

Miss Shaw, who was unable to 


provide money for the fine and 


Legislators Would Halt

SPRINGFIELD, 111.—</TV-A bill to 


outlaw the manufacture and pos- 
session of slot machines in Illinois 
was introduced today in the Legis- 
lature. 


John M. King of Wheaton and 


Joseph R. Peterson of' Princeton, 
two Republican House members, 
sponsored the measure providing 
an ascending scale of stiff penal- 
ties for repeated violations. 


King, who pointed out that Il- 


linois law already prohibits the use 
of the gambling devices, said that 
Chicago produced about 85 per 
cent of the world output of slots. 


Stratton Not Consulted 


Gov. William G. Stratton has not 


been consulted about the bill, King 
told reporters, who then asked him 
if he thought Stratton would sup- 
port it. 


"How can he be against it?" 


King asked with a grin. 


A similar bill, brought into the 


Senate two years ago as part of 
ex-Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson's leg- 
islative program, was killed soon 
after in a committee hearing. 


Firms judged guilty of the pro-

~ The school, founded in 1897, had 
a student body of 837 and 59 faculty 
members in 194-t when its name 
was Bradley Polytechnic Institute. 
In the fall term of 1945— after World 
War II— the little school enrolled 
1,682 
students, 346 of them under 


the GI bill of rights. 


Changes Name 


The next year, the institution 


changed its name to Bradley uni- 
.versity and offered a broader cur- 
riculum. David Blair Owen took 
over as president. Enrollment that 
year jumped to 5.063 with VA 
scholarships accounting for 2,115 
registrations. 


The GI bill sponsored fewer stu- 


-dents after 1947 but enrollment con- 
tinued to rise, reaching 5.678 in 
1948. 
There was a slight decline 


in the student Body the next year, 
but attendance was buoyed by the 
school's brilliant basketball record 
-under Coach Forddy Anderson. 


Basketball had been suspended 


during the war. But after an indif- 
:ferent season in 1945-46, Anderson's

of friendship Committee. But in 
the Masonic Temple auditorium 
packed by 600 persons, early-arriv- 
ing students from the University 
of Western Ontario filled the first 
15 rows and kept up a continual 
uproar. 


Finally the dean dashed out 


through a back door to his car. 
Students surrounded the vehicle, 
but police cleared a path.

pear that safety regulations in the 
mines are only for the white people 
(or 'Anglos' as they are called in 
that region) and are not for Mexi- 
cans or Americans of Mexican de- 
scent. The production company of 
this picture also imported two auto 
carloads of colored people for the 
purpose of shooting a scene de- 
picting mob violence." 


Backers of the production have 


called it "an historic film" and 
said "no trade union has ever be- 
fore attempted to make a feMure- 
length story film." 


Outlines Aims 


Clinton Jencks, representative of 


the mine union, and Paul Jarrico, 
the film's producer, said in a news 
interview in New Mexico Feb. 14 
that the picture deals with: 


(1) The drive of organized labor 


for recognition; (2) the drive of 
Mexican-Americans for equality: 
(3) the drive of women for full 
participation in union and commu- 
nity life." 


Jackson said the AFL-Hollywood 


Film Council has, condemned the 
production. 


Persons actively concerned In 


making the film, he said, are not 
associated with established Holly- 
wood firms but "are considered un- 
employable."
